Cornucopia Lad Posch and Sensation Zilla of Baker Farm Champions in 
Quality Show — Cornell Premier Exhibitor and Breeder 


coming of age by putting on for its 21st show one 

of the best in its history. That Eastern Agricul- 
ure is appreciative of it was demonstrated by the at- 
endance figures, which promised to set up new records. 
(ver 70,000 people came through the gates on Monday. 
Tue Holstein show, while lacking competition of Western 
herds, was regarded as one of the finest quality displays 
for our breed ever made here. Numbers were not large, 
with only 120 head, but there were few that did not be- 
long in such a show and the tops were in most cases 
sensational. Special interest attached to the judging by 
reason of the fact that Mr. Paul B. Misner, after life- 
long association with the breed as breeder, exhibitor and 
sale manager, was making his debut as a ‘“big-time’’ 
judge. Never have we seen a more thoroughly satis- 
factory pob of judging work done. No exhibitor, even 
the humblest, could feel that his entry had not been 
thoroughly inspected and analyzed. Yet the work pro- 
eeded with dispatch and was consistent and universally 
pleasing to exhibitors and ringside. 

Honors in the show were well divided. Cornell Uni- 
ersity, Ithaca, N. Y.; Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, 
Md. and Baker Farms, Exeter, N. H., were the three 
largest winners. Cornell, showing a string made up 
entirely of their own breeding, took Premier Breeder 
lonors by a comfortable margin and Premier Exhibitor 
4 well. Wimbledon was not far behind. Baker Farms, 
though in third place for total money, had the largest 
umber of first places (five, as against four each for 
Wimbledon and Cornell) including senior and grand 
fampion female and junior champion female, first 
prize Get and first prize display herd. The Wait Farm,

two firsts, including senior and grand champion bull, 
and a second that was runner-up to the junior champion 
bull. Osborndale Farm, Derby, Conn., showing their 
animals without much special fitting, took one blue rib- 
bon and were consistently well up. Quonquont Stock 
Farm, Whately, Mass., won the trophy for best Massa- 
chusetts-bred cow, and were knocking at the door all 
the way through. E. P. and O. C. West, Hadley, Mass., 
and R. E. Eddy, Poultney, Vt., also made a good addi- 
tion to the show with small additional entries that 
placed from Hurlwood Holstein Farms, Ashley Falls, 
Mass.; Connecticut State College, Storrs, Conn., and 
two calf club boys, Richard Montague and James Kent- 
field, both of Amherst, Mass. 

Championship honors were won by well known 
veterans of the tan-bark. Cornucopia Lad Posch, Wait 
Farm’s senior sire, fresh from his victory at New York 
State Fair, was an outstanding champion of the bull 
section, while Wimbledon’s undefeated junior champion, 
Wimbledon Dean Marathon 4th, successfully beat off 
the challenge of Wait Farm’s impressive son of their 
grand champion, and kept his season’s record intact. 
In the female division, Baker Farms scored impressively 
with their Canadian National Grand Champion, Sensa- 
tion Zilla of Baker Farm, and also had a most popular 
junior champion on their sweet little “‘Black Gardenia’”’ 
who duplicated her Syracuse honors. 

The Bull Classes 

The bull calves opened the show Monday afternoon. 
Wait Farm Mercedes Ormsby Judge, although suffering 
a little from a cold and not showing in quite the fine 
bloom he displayed at Syracuse, was easily the class

of the outfit. He is a bull of excellent balance, with a 
particularly broad level rump, lots of substance and good 
masculine style throughout. Sir Lucifer Posch, well 
balanced son of General Posch, shown by Wimbledon 
and owned with McKendree Walker & Son, kept his 
season’s record clear in the junior yearling class over 
Cornell’s coming son of Catherine. There were but three 
in this class, and five senior yearlings. We could have 
wished for a little more patronage of these classes, 
which were split here for the first time this year. In the 
senior yearling section, it was a fight between Wimble- 
don Dean Marathon 4th and Wait’s Cornucopia Lad 
Wardlaw, New York winner. The son of Dean, with 
his marvelous style and flash, and great display of sub- 
stance, finally received the call over the wonderfully 
balanced black son of Cornucopia Lad Posch. The 
latter does not have the depth of body of the winner, 
nor quite ‘he commanding, masculine character, but is 
superior in the rear and a great prospect for develop- 
ment. Emperor of Mooseheart, unbeaten in the 2-year- 
old class thus far, continued here without serious chal- 
lenge. A big, long-bodied square rumped fellow, some- 
what up on legs at present, he seems to have the 
makings of a great bull as he matures. 


There were only three aged bulls (3 years and over) 
and Cornucopia Lad Posch had no difficulty in carrying 
the day over Cornell Pride and Man-O-War Ace. The 
winner, who was shown in his younger days by his 
breeder, T. O. Dolson of Ontario, where he was several 
times given All-American honorable mention, has out- 
standing quality, style and balance. Great depth of body 
and heart, a beautiful head, neck and shoulders, and 
good underpinning distinguish this grand bull. 


The Female Classes 


Outstanding class of the show was the aged cow sec- 
tion. Four-year-olds are included and the 24 entries 
were good to the end of the line. Paul employes a new 
technique in lining up his big classes, sifting them into 
about the positions he wants them while the parade is 
still in progress. Then when he forms his line, he does 
little more changing. It was quickly evident that the 
real battle would be between Baker’s Sensation Zilla of 
Baker Farm, grand champion at C.-N. E. and getting 
better daily as she approaches calving; Cornell Ollie 
Catherine, Cornell’s grand champion at New York, in 
wonderful bloom but now bone dry, and Wimbledon’s 
famed Cato Pines Ormsby Fobes Lady, grand champion 
at Ohio, showing on the tag end of her lactation but still 
milking. They are three wonderful mature cows. It 
was the Baker cow’s day, with her great size, strength 
and balance, a grand udder now nearly made up, and 
all the evidence of Holstein quality. The next two placed 
in order as mentioned, followed by Cornell Ollie Pride, 
probably the greatest frame of a dairy cow in the ring,, 
but showing in her working clothes this year for the 
first time. With a better shaped udder, she would top 
most any of them. She is devoting herself chiefly to a 
1,000-lb. fat record this year. Two more Bakers, sis- 
ters of the winner, were in fifth and sixth positions (fore- 
casting the Get of Sire group that stepped out in front 
a ittle later) with Quonquont, West and two more Wim-

The 3-year-old heifers were also an excellent class 
Osborndale topped this with a beautiful uddered, fix 
quality daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby May from thei 
old Crescent Ridge Nellie Mercena show cow. Baker 
Farm Dianna, who has been knocking at the door aj] 
season edged into second above Quonquont Viviap 
Modest, last year’s beautiful uddered 2-year-old winner. 
She is now dry and showing at a disadvantage but was 
one of the outstanding things in the class. She later 
won for Quonquont the Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture trophy as the best cow in the show bred 
and exhibited by a Massachusetts breeder. It was pleas 
ing to find the two best classes of the show in these two 
older milking groups. 


Among the 2-year-old heifers, the marvellous body 
conformation of Cornell Ormsby Esteem, last year’s 
All-American junior yearling, carried her over the 
smaller, more refined and better uddered Queen of the 
Ellenvales from Wimbledon. This heifer is out of a 
daughter of the famous Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby 
Posch 3d, and is growing to look more like her every 
day. Quonquont scored in third place with a nice 
granddaughter of Quonquont Sir Modest. 

The junior winners were the same as at Syracuse, 
with Cornell taking both the yearling sections with 
daughters of Cornell Pride, and Wimbledon dropping 
into second place above the Baker entries. Baker Farm 
Gardenia, as sparkling a youngster as we have seen it 
this class in many a day, also headed the calf class and 
as at Syracuse was chosen for junior champion. Quite a 
honor for a December calf. In class, she was followed 
by the same Cornell heifer as at Syracuse, with a Si 
Bess Ormsby May daughter third for Osborndale ove 
the much larger Dean calf from Wimbledon. Newmotl 
Pansy, a Man-O-War Ace daughter from Eddy’s in fifth 
place, had many friends and she is a calf to watch. 


The Champions 

In the male section, it was a foregone conclusion 
that Cornucopia Lad Posch would annex the purple. Hf 
simply spread-eagled the field after beating Co 
Pride in class. Wimbledon Dean Marathon 4th, the jue 
ior champion male, also had his hardest job in this class, 
and the sailing was fairly clear after disposing of Mt 
Wait’s son of Cornucopia Lady Posch.

California State Fair 
M. B. NICHOLS 


HOLSTEIN show displaying in its entirety—type, 
A mitormity, quality and a staggering performance 

of production in the females—that was this year’s 
California State Fair. 

The size of the show was about the same as last year. 
Right herds exhibited 103 animals, with a few more being 
shown by Future Farmers of America and 4-H Club en- 
tries. The winnings were well distributed, as six of the 
eight herds shared in the nineteen first prizes which were 
awarded. 

Professor H. H. Kildee placed the ribbons and gave 
reasons to a packed ringside which stayed throughout 
the entire program. Professor Kildee judged his first 
State Fair in California twenty-five years previous to 
this year. The thing with which he was most impressed, 
looking back over the trend of Holsteins from the first 
show which he judged in California, was the uniformity 
of type which the breeders have attained. 

A very encouraging feature of the show in California 
was noticed in the production trend. Every female ex- 
libited, three years and over (one exception) had a rec- 
ord; (either C. T. A., herd test or official). These records, 
ten of which were made as Ast calf heifers, averaged 509 
lbs. butterfat. The eleven animals which were shown in 
= ag cow class had production records averaging 667 

8. fat.

Hill family now has more than 1,000,000 square feet of 
glass. 


Mr. Hill’s activities with registered Holsteins are 
widely known, but perhaps it will be well to run lightly 
through the facts in chronological order. He purchased 
Rose Hill Farm in 1920 and immediately bought a few 
pure bred Holstein cows, to supply good milk for his in- 
fant daughter and for the children of several of his 
friends in Richmond. In 1922 Mr. 
Hill started his operations in pure 
bred Hosteins in earnest, with pur- 
chase of a large draft of animals from 
Carnation Farms. The same _ year 
also signaled his entry as a buyer of 
outstanding cows at the better auc- 
tion sales, a practice that has con- 
tinued right up to the present. 

The herd sires at Rose Hill, in 
order of their use, were; a son of 
Matador Segis Walker; a son of Sir 
Romeo Mildred Colantha; a son of 
Sir Inka May; a son of Carnation 
Sensation, from Pabst Farms, Then 
came the well-known sires, Carnation 
Inka Phoebe, Carnation Homestead 
King, Carnation Inka Emperor, Car- 
nation Ormsby Perfection, Imperial 
Governor of Rose Hill and Carnation 
Matador Homestead. The last three 
named are the present herd sires. 

Mr. Hill has never believed in 
pushing cows for a record, choosing 
to use the herd test largely, and mak- 
ing some records in divisions B and 
C. But blood will tell, and present members of the 
herd hold eight Indiana State records and a majority of 
the females of milking age have made records of over 
640 pounds of fat, or the equivalent in heifer form. 

In April, 1935, Mr. Hill secured the service of Duane 
Kinyon, as manager of the herd, and believes the great- 
est development of the herd results from that fortunate 
acquisition. The father-and-son attitude of this pair is 
revelation to all who know them, and I am certain it 
will be pleasing for the friends of each to learn that the 
relationship is to continue, with Duane moving to the 
offices of The Joseph H. Hill Company. 

Now comes up one of the hardest experiences in the 
life of Joe Hill: the breaking up of the herd that has 
given him so much pleasure in building and looking 
after. But, in typical Joe Hill fashion, he has decided 
that every animal in the herd will be sold in the disper- 
sal. While making up the material for the sale catalogue 
he remarked that he would like to keep two or three 
cows; for milk, and possibly for another start on a herd 
in a small way, as he fully expects to return to perfect 
health with good treatment he is reciving from the Mayos 
at Rochester. 

“But,” he said, ‘‘We’ll sell them all—every last one 
of them. Later, I’ll offer the buyers of two or three |!

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National Dairy Show Prospects 


180 Holsteins from eleven different states, accord- 

ing to a list just received from Manager Lloyd Bur- 
lingham, who writes that there is still a possibility of a 
few more belated entries. Except for the little brush at 
Ohio State Fair, where Wimbledon tangled with some of 
the Western boys, this will be the first meeting of East 
and West, as none of the Eastern Holstein breeders have 
entered at Waterloo and none of the Westerners came 
East this year. Some interesting contests are bound to 
result. 

This story has to be written before the judging at 
Waterloo but will not appear until after Waterloo, so any 
statements that may appear, such as “undefeated to date’’ 
will refer only to shows preceding Waterloo, Trenton, 
Virginia and other shows of the current week. As well 
as we can do so from the information at hand, we will 
try to discuss some of the probable high points of the 
National, class by class. 

Aged Bulls 

This class will bring together last year’s National 
grand and reserve grand champions, Pietertje Ormsby 
Denver Prince, shown by Wisconsin Board of Control, 
and King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th, shown by Dick 
Paul of Indiana. The bulls have not met this year in 
state fair competition but will have met at Waterloo 
prior to the National. Up to Waterloo, both have been 
grand champions wherever shown except when they 
met Man-O-War Progressor, and both stood second to 
Progressor whenever they met. According to the entry 
list, the Maytag herd is not entered at the National, so 
the two bulls will fight it out together and they may 
run into some serious competition from King of Laux- 
mont, grand champion this year at Maryland and at up- 
wards of 30 other shows in his lifetime. He will have to 
be considered in any show. Dunloggin Woodmaster is 
a good short age four-year-old. Elmwood may pick up 
an aged bull for this show, although they have not had 
one on the circuit and perhaps the Michigan State Herds 
may have an aged bull.

Under our present status of organization, or lack of 
organization, this type of milk promotion work pti 
to us tremendously. The Association should furnish ~ 
facts and ammunition and leadership, with as much “a 
eral promotion as possible, but the direct appeal to “ 
dividual consumers can be made most effectively jn each 
locality by the people who are putting Holstein mil; 
directly on those markets. On the other hand, it Pen 
to us, a big general national advertising campaign at 
present, would represent a lot of expensive wasted effort 
and lost motion. Not all of our Holstein people agre 
with that idea—and they include some whose opinion: 
we value—but we cannot see it any other way at present 
We reach that stage of organization sometime, howeye 
and the sooner we get going in that direction, the bette 
it will be for our industry. We have ahead of ug a sty. 
pendous job to promote the sound marketing of oy 
breed product which in important fluid markets exceeds 
60% of the total production. We must not permit it ty 
drift longer. 

Some of the fundamental things which it seems y 
us are necessary to get done include: 

General legalization of standardization of milk, 
both on the farm and in milk plants, so that all 
breeds can most efficiently meet the standards of 
their own markets without mixing breeds within the 
herds. 

General adoption in the milk trade of the princ- 
ple that as long as butter fat is an accepted measuie 
of price at wholesale, it must also be given fair and 
proper application in prices at retail. 

The disregard of this last principle is at the root of 
nearly all of the present unsatisfactory conditions in the 
milk industry. Using cream-line as a selling argument 
producers in all breeds have been placed in the position 
of giving the consumer this expensive extra butter fa 
without fair recompense, If the bargain resulted in any 
increased general consumption, it would not be go su 
a picture for the dairyman, but unfortunately it works in 
the other direction. 

The committee appointed by President Oosterbuis 
under the Paul Smith resolution—variously known # 
the Milk Problem Committee, the Milk Program Con 
mittee and just plain Milk Committee—is grappling wit 
all these problems. It has held one preliminary me¢- 
ing in Syracuse and is meeting again in Columbus th 
evening of October 12.

Charles F. Bigler 


HARLES F. BIGLER died Sept. 21 in St. Joseph 
(Costa, Syracuse, N. Y., about four hours after 

peing struck by an automobile in the village of 
Mr. Bigler was 70 years of age and had a 
wide acquaintanceship in the 
Holstein fraternity. For many 
years, he was representative of 
the Hartford Livestock Insurance 
Co., covering the important auc- 
tion sales in the East, later buy- 
ing a farm near Liverpool and 
establishing a herd of Holsteins.

He always 
retained his interest in Holsteins and was a ringside 
spectator during the recent judging at New York State 
Fair. He was a member of the Liverpool Masonic, Odd 
Fellow and Kiwanis fraternities. Funeral services were 
held in the Liverpool Presbyterian Church with Masonic 
services also conducted. Burial was at Theresa, N. Y.

The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows Cornucopia 
0 Lad Posch 740581 (Wait Farms) installed the Hall 

of Champions at the recent N. Y. State Fair. It is 
an informal pose, in an unusual and interesting set- 
ting. This great 7-yr.-old sire has carried the Wait Farms’ 
colors for two season, being grand champion at New York 
State Fair in 1936, his only appearance of that year, and 
grand champion at both Syracuse and Eastern States Ex- 
position in 1937. This is a fairly good batting average. 
His wonderful balance and unusual breed character have 
made him a very popular winner with ringside galleries. 
That he is doing the job as a sire is indicated by the win- 
nings of his oldest calf in the Wait herd—a senior yearl- 
ing bull that was junior champion at Syracuse and a very 
‘lose runner-up in class to the junior champion at East- 
ern States. 

This outcome for Cornucopia Lad Posch only fulfills 
the promise he demonstrated as a young bull in the herd 
of his breeder, T. O. Dolson, Brampton, Ont. Showing 
frst as a calf in 1931 at the C. N. E. and Royal, he was 
ucely in the money at both, eighth and tenth respec- 
ely. As a yearling, he blossomed out to win first and 
junior championship at the C. N. E. and Western Fair 
shows. At the Royal, he placed second, but was made Re- 
ferve Junior Champion, and had very complimentary 
honorable mention for All-American. As a 2-year-old in 
1933, he won his class at the Royal, but was second place 
Winner at the C. N. E. and London, again getting All- 

merican Honorable Mention. In 3-year-old form, he 
laced third at C. N. E. and the same at London, and did 
not show at the Royal. He was not shown in 1935, being 
purchased in the summer of 1936 by his present owners, 
e Wait Farm, Auburn, N. Y., where he is the senior 
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herd sire. In the Dolson herd, he has left a considerable 
string of offspring which are described to us as very 
choice and are making some niece R. O. P. records—up 
to 490 lbs. fat at 2 years on two-time milking. 

Cornucopia Lad Posch represents popular Canadian 
breeding. His dam, Abegweit Nona, came to Mr. Dolson 
from her breeder, J. Walter Jones of Prince Edward Is- 
land, and has been a high money cow in hot competi- 
tion. She carries a proven cross, being by Plus Duke Ray- 
mondale, from a daughter of Patrick Francy Colanthus 
(sire of Sally Francy) and next dam by Prince Colan- 
thus Abbekerk himself. The sire, King Jemima Cornu- 
copia, was a former Dolson herd bull, with a fine string 
of daughters. The Jemima breeding reflected in his name 
is a little remote, but his dam is a daughter of May Syl- 
via Pontiac Cornucopia, one of Canada’s good sires. In 
the Wait herd, Cornucopia Lad Posch will have a fine 
opportunity and we shall expect much from him. It is 
to be regretted that entry at the National was not made, 
due to a combination of circumstances we need not re- 
count here, as he would have added materially to the 
interest of the aged bull section at Columbus. 





State Health Regulations 


N a news items in our last issue reference was made to 
[: recent liberalization of Pennsylvania’s drastic regu- 
lations covering importation of cattle. We have been 
asked to clarify this statement. We may say that accord- 
ing to our understanding the change is only in the mat- 
ter of interpretation. Their new regulations require all 
cattle over 6 months of age to come from certified Bang- 
Free herds, of a standard equal to Pennsylvania’s, which 
requires negative tests down to 1.25. In addition,each 
animal imported must have a test negative in all dilu- 
tions, starting at 1:25, made within 30 days of shipment. 
The present interpretation, as we understood it, is that 
the certification of another state may be accepted, but 
that the individual animals coming into Pennsylvania 
must be completely negative within 30 days of shipment. 
We note with some apprehension the growing ten- 
dency of states to employ their health regulations to set 
up virtual embargoes on inter-state shipments. New York 
started it, to keep from being a dumping ground, while 
they were finishing their T. B. clean-up. Pennsylvania 
has been having somewhat the same trouble with impor- 
tations and has gone even farther to stop it. We are ad- 
vised that Maryland will set up similar restrictions, ef- 
fective now. This would seem to be more or less in re- 
taliation against Pennsylvania’s regulation. New Jersey 
has some special rules on both T. B. and Bang’s. 

We understand an effort is on foot to try to bring 
about more uniform regulations governing inter-state 
shipments, and that conferences have already been held 
by representatives from a group of Eastern States. This 
aim is most commendable, as the present situation is 
seriously hampering legitimate trade in breeding cattle, 
and we hope something constructive may develope from 
the effort. Sale managers have a constant head-ache, 
trying to keep it all straight and avoid selling ineligible 
animals to out of state customers. 

At the present time, there are widely different in- 
terpretations even on the basic subject of what consti- 
tutes a reactor to the Bang’s test. Some states insist upon 
negative readings down to 1:25; others consider read- 
ings below 1:100 inconsequential. There is still a lack 
of uniformity of results of differences in antigens and in 
making the tests. 

The net effects of the whole development of these 
drastic state regulations is that breeders are practically 
forced to go into these programs in order to stay in busi- 
ness. Where state indemnities are available in addition 
to the federal, and with the present high salvage for 
slaughtered animals, fair appraised values can be gotten 
out of reacting animals. The financial loss to the breeder 
is thus minimized, though it does often result in the dis 
ruption of established breeding programs and the des- 
truction of breeding animals that our breeds can il] af- 
ford to lose. 

We could stand that if we were entirely convinced 
that the program would actually accomplish everything 
that is hoped for it. We cannot avoid a feeling of great 
concern, however, over the weaknesses we are constantly 
observing—animals which react today and on later tests 
are perfectly negative; serious outbreaks in all-nega- 
tive herds that undo the expensive efforts of yeare. bad 
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results when animals of low resistance from such herds 
are sold into herds that are not entirely clean. 

We do not want to discourage any sound and con- 
structive effort looking towards the development of 
healthy herds. We feel that our various states, for vari- 
ous reasons, have gone plenty fast—-way ahead of any 
federal program—so that it is almost a practical nec- 
essity for breeders to follow along on this test and 
slaughter business if they are going to sell their sur- 
plus animals. But we are still firm in our layman’s be- 
lief, which we have previously expressed, that this prob- 
lem will never be completely solved to the satisfaction 
of herd owners until an effective method of immuniza- 
tion is perfected. We may be on our way to it now with 
the calf vaccination work. Certainly there is much new 
data developing under every-day herd conditions.

approach to freshening, thus debarring Catherine, was 
still a good second, over Wimpledon, Quonquont and Os- 
borndale. This sort of a dairy herd rule is a fertile 
source of trouble and misunderstanding in interpreta- 
tion, and while there was no unpleasantness about it 
this time, there was opportunity for it which only good 
sportsmanship prevented. 

In the Get of Sire class, Baker made one substitution 
from their winning dairy herd and presented an excep- 
tional group of four daughters of King Toitilla Acme. 
For second place, Paul selected the lovely group of four 
milking 2-year-old daughters of Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
with three young gets next, Wimbledon Dean Marathon, 
Cornell Pride and Carnation Emperor. 

The Produce of Dam class for some reason was the 
weakest display we have seen in many a day with only 
five entries. Cornell was far out in front with their 
Syracuse winners, out of Cornell Ollie Pride. This pair, 
the first prize 2-year-old heifer and the second prize aged 
bull, are able to stand considerable competition. 

Highlawn Farm Trophies, greatly prized, went also 
to the winner of the Produce of Dam and Get of Sire 
elasses. Final class was the group of ten head of breed- 
ing cattle, any age, both sexes to be represented, owned 
by exhibitor.

OF DAIRY COWS

Of the different items studied, 
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the range of the data and the aver- 
age for large, medium and small 
cows. Up to the present time, no at- 
tempt has been made to correlate 
any item with producing capacity or 
to draw any conclusions. 


_Cows that have demonstrated their 
producing capacity and that are to 
be discarded from the herd are used 
in this study. External body meas- 
urements and photographs of these 
cows are obtained after which they 
are slaughtered under controlled con- 
ditions and the detailed weight and 
measurements of the internal organs 
and measurements of the thoracic 
cavity of the dressed carcass are 
made. Object of the study is to deter- 
mine the significance of type as an 
indicator of producing ability in dairy 
cows and to make possible a more 
nearly scientific basis for a judge of 
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dairy cattle. Present data are not 
regarded as sufficient to attempt to 
form conclusions. 

The figures cover Ayrshires, 
Guernseys, Holsteins, Jerseys and 
grade and miscellaneous animals 
grouped together. In the varied body 
measurements, we note that the Hol- 
steins are the largest in nearly every 
particular; that the grade group have 
the thickest hide, followed by Ayr- 
shires, with Holsteins next and Jer- 
seys and Guernseys thinnest in that 
order. In the post-mortem data, we 
note that the grades also have the 
heaviest brain and the Guernseys the 
least, but maybe that does not mean 
a thing. The study is being con- 
tinued and eventually an effort will 
be made to correlate the weights and 
measurements with production rec- 
ords.

The casual observer at Lincoln, 
Nebraska’s Woodlawn Dairy would 
be impressed with a number of 
things, after taking a stroll through 
the barns—the economical, business- 
like way the herd is handled, with 
emphasis on the practical way of 
producing low-count Grade A milk; 
the great uniformity among _ the 
daughters of their herd sires; the 
striking array of good Holstein ud- 
ders. 


The complete and neatly arranged 
little dairy, where they bottle a 
thousand quarts of milk daily for 
consumption in Lincoln and the san- 
itary methods of production and 
handling of their milk enable them 
to put out a product with a bacteria 
count as low as 2000. 

Woodlawn calves will be found in 
most every Nebraska herd of Hol- 
steins, and type is a major project 
in the breeding program. For some 
years now Woodlawn has been breed- 
ing along Man O’ War lines, using 
two sons of Man O’ War Monarch and 
Man O’ War 45th; also a son of 
**62d’’, Man O’ War Marathon, who 
is out of Maytag’s famous old show 
and breeding matron, M. B. Ormsby 
Wayne. 

A number of years ago. they 
brought in an outcross of Carnation 
breeding through the sire, Guards- 
man of Longwood, a son of Carna- 
tion Guardsman, whose five nearest 
dams average 1000.8 lbs. of fat. 

The daughters of Man O’ War 
45th now carrying their second and 
third calves, were a bit of a disap- 
pointment in so far as their type was 
concerned, being faulty over’ the 
rumps, but all carrying good udders 
and plenty of capacity. These cows, 
however, bred back to ‘‘Monarch,”’ 
are producing calves that carry out 
straight and really look like the 
old Man O’ War show type. 

A newcomer to the Woodlawn 
herd, a bull calf brught foom Colony 
Farm, Essondale, British Columbia, 
is the promising young ‘‘white hope’”’ 
for a future herd sire. He is 
a straight-backed, square-rumped 


youngster with plenty of middle, and 
with quite a phenomenal record of 


production back in his ancestry. A 
son of Sir Romeo Mildred Colantha 
6th, whose sire was a_twice-All- 
American a few years ago, he comes 
from a family noted especially for 
its good udders, the Grebegga family, 
on his dam’s side. 

His sire, Sir Mildred Romeo Co- 
lantha 6th, has 76 daughters that 
have made 127 R.O.P. records, aver- 
aging at all ages 16,731 lbs. milk, 
and 548 lbs. of fat. His dam, Colony 
Grebegga Abby Koka, with a two- 
year-old record of 576 pounds fat, 
is a daughter of Colony Koba McKin- 
ley, former Colony herd sire, whose 
74 daughters have made 138 R,O.P. 
records averaging 15,656 lbs. milk, 
and 532 lbs. fat. . 

Woodlawn’s owner, Bob Ferguson, 
says they will use him carefully until 
he has a good trial in the herd, and 
if he proves successful will be put 
into heavy service on their intensely 
Ormsby bred cows. He ~ ill be a year 
old in September. 

Woodlawn is about the largest 
of Nebraska’s dairy farms, compris- 
ing of some 1300 acres of land, and 
with 240 Holsteins. Mr. Ferguson 
keeps busy running the Yankee Hill 
Brick Yark; Capitol Beach, Lincoln’s 
large amusement park, complete with 
a salt water swimming pool; and 
keeps a weather eye on the manage- 
ment of the farm.
